Fractures in children heal 


more quickly than those of 
adults and, when properly 
treated, the results are excel- 
lent. A common fracture in 
children is the broken collar- 
bone. This fracture does not 
require any operation but is 
best treated by applying a soft 
figure-8 dressing to hold the 
shoulders back. The dressing 
must not be so tight as to 
*bino^inthe child's armpits as\ 
this'will cause the arm to 
swell and may even damage 
the nerves in that area. 


A knot develops at the site 


of the break. This is a blood 
tumor and is necessary in the 
healing of the fracture. The 
stagnant blood is gradually re- 
placed by solid bone. At the 
end of three weeks of this 
treatment the child can usual- 
ly move his arm without pain 
even though healing of the 
break is not yet complete. The 
knot at the fracture site takes 
about a year to be completely 
absorbed.

Under Probe

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Securities awl Exchange Com- 
mission, in one of its rare open 
hearings, is investigating the 
cost of buying and selling slocks 
in the United States, 


In a series of hearings open* 


ing today, the SEC expects to 
(juestlon staff exports from the 
New York Stock Exchange on 
the minimum fee structure un- 
der which the major exchanges 
s et the cost of buying a.nd sell* 
in'g stock, 


The SEC, which has held pub- 


lic hearings only once or twice 
ove r the last 20 years, also will 
check into the practice of fee 
splitting among major broker* 
age h'ouses. 


Jus t last week, In an apparent 


attempt 
to strengthen their 


planned defense of minimum 
commissions, the New York and 
American exchanges voted to 
eliminate fee splitting and grant 
a discount on fees for large 
transactions. 


The SEC said the initial phase 


of its hea rings will run through 
July and will be devoted to 
gathering .facts on minimum 
rates. 


In August, the SEC will turn 


its attention to economic and le- 
gal aspects. 


Included in the first phasewlll 


be an exam.lnation into who 
pays the fees and commissions, 
how they are computed and how 
they are distributed and shared. 


The Justice Department has 


challenged the e-ntlre system of 
minimum 
fe^es 
and contends 


they should toe s'et by competi- 
tion. If anything1, a maximum 
fee is needed to protect Inves- 
tors from exeessilve costs, the 
Justice Department maintains. 


In scheduling the hearings, 


the SEC opened the entire mini- 
mum rate schedule .for scrutiny 
and suggested a.n intorim reduc- 
tion of fees by \the Ne-w York ex- 
change to take eiCfect S'ept.
